FOREIGN ECHOES. 


A curious circumstance attending the pres- 
ent season of distress in London is that itis 
accompanied by a diminution of crime. It has 
been the expresssed belief of recent thinkers 
that crime is, toalarge extent, the offspring 
of misery. It will be curious if it turns out 
that this is alla mistake, and that misery has 
been maligned, the true producer of crime 
being prosperity. There seems tobe some 
ground for suspicion that such is the case. 
Notwithstanding all the reports about the dis- 
tress alleged to prevail throughout England, 
there is, by all accounts, a diminution of 
crime to be observed so marked and so inex- 
plicable as almost to excite anxiety in official 
and judicial bosoms. The chairman of the 
Preston Intermediate Sessions, Mr. Higgins, 
Q. O., commenting upon the ridiculously 
small number of prisoners on trial, 
observed to the Grand-jury that he is 
inclined to believe the present phenomenal 
goodness of the nation is attributable to its 
distress, and accounts for it in the following 
ingenious manner: ‘‘It is possible the diminu- 
tion of crime may be accounted for in the fol- 
lowing way, viz.;. That when work is scarce, 
wages are scarce. When there is a scarcity of 
wages less money goes into the public houses, 
and there is less drunkenness and conse- 
quently less crime.’’ It is stated to be a fact, 
and one that otherwise cannot be accounted 
for, thatatthis time of the year, taking all 
the prisons throughout the country, thanum- 
ber of prisoners for trial is smaller than at 
the corresponding period of the year for many 
years past. 


In consequence of the agitation among the 
Indian tribes of the Northwestern Territory it 
is stated thatthe Canadian Govern t are 
preparing for a military demonstration against 
the Indians and hbalf-breeds, who are reported 
to be showing fresh signs of disaffection. A 
force of 1,200 men, under Gen. Middleton, is bo- 
ing organized for the purpose, and unless 
matters are peaceably settled by the break-up 
of the Canadian winter it will be dispatched in 
the early spring to the scene of the intended 
operations. It is said that all the Indian 
tribes have buried the hatchet and 
combining for common action 
against the pale faces. They are 
known to be well supplied with 
ammunition, obtained principally through 
the Indians across the 
American frontier. Unless promptly sup- 
pressed another such rising as thatof last 


spring will tell heavily on Canadian credit and 


resources. 


THREE girls described, by a society journal 
as presumably sisters, and undoubtedly 


Americans,’’ are attracting a good deal of at- 
tention, even in that land ’o liberty, Monte 


Carlo. The principal ground of offense is the 
hats they wear, Which are high and conical, 
ornamented in front with large green and 
yellow parrots with glaring glass eyes. Each 
bird is perched on a little bough and ‘‘it is 
impossible’’ remarks the same authority 
severely, to imagine anything more ludi- 
crous or in worse taste. The girls are inces- 
sant talkers, and are known by the nickname 
of the ‘‘The Prattling Pollies.’’ 


THE present age is peculiarly prolific of 
royal suthors. Among reigning sovereigns 
who have written books are Queen Victoria, 
Dom Pedro Il of Brazil, Don Luis of Portu- 
gal, the Shah, King Oscar II of Sweden, Prince 
Nikita of Montenegro, King Ludwig II of Ba- 
varia and Queen Elizabeth of Koumania, and 
among princes and princesses who have 
dabled in literature are the Princess Christian, 
the Crown Princess of Germany, the Princess 
Theresa of Bavaria, the two sons of the Prince 
of Wales, the two sons of the King of Sweden, 
the Duke of Edinburg, and as stated last week, 
the Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria. It will 
be noticed that no lessthan six ofthe above 
persona ges are members ofthe royal family of 
England, the Queen herself, her eldest daugh- 
ter, her second son and the heir presumptive to 
the British throne being among the number. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM, at 89 years of age, is still a 
very busy man and has his day’s work cut out 
for him as regularly as any State official. For 
several years past he has pursued the same 
routine. He rises every morning, even in 
winter, at 7:30 and dresses at once for the day, 
disdaining to use either dressing gown or slip 
pers. While taking his breakfast his medical 
advisers, Drs. Von Later and Leuthold, have 
a short audience of about two minutes’ dura- 
tion, if there is no special reason for prolong- 
ing the interview. After breakfast and often 
during the meal the Emperor reads his let- 
ters, which he opens himself, and his news- 
papers, i. e., the cuttings from different journ- 
als which have been specially selected and 
stuck on large sheets of paper. At o he receives 
his first visitors. On certain days of the week 
particular officials appear regularly before the 
Emperor. About3 p. m. Count Herbert Bis- 
marek, Under Secretary of State, generally has 
an audience, the Emperor and Empress usually 
dining together at 4p. m. After dinner the 
Emperor returns to his desk and settles down 
to work, and at 6 one of the medical gentle - 
men appears once more, to see that his august 
patient is still well. The next hour is devoted 
to pleasant friendly chats, and at 8 the 
Emperor drives regularly to the theater, 
where he spends about an hour and a half, to 
return home to a little tea party en 
famille,’’ Which isthe oonclusion of the day’s 
work. Exceptions or interruptions to this 
regime ocour only on occasions of great court 
festivities, or during the stay of some dis- 
tinguished visitor. 


Tun French do not take kindly to the Salva- 
tion Army, and it must not be forgotten that a 
French gamin rarely does his work by halves. 
In Paris there have been two fatal outrages 
within a week, the latest having occurred in 
Belleville, a suburb of that greatcity. It is 
significant of the superior deadliness of the 
ruffianism of France that, although in En- 
gland the Salvationists have nad their faces 
mashed, their limbs broken, their spines in- 
jured and their constitutions wrecked by tne 
British rough, he has never killed one out- 
right. The American tough is away behind 
altogether. He has not even broken a bone, 
although he is coming to that point later. 
When the army carries out its threat, made in 
a British paper and duly recorded in Foreign 
Reohoes,’’ of coming down South to convert 
our colored bret its members may learn 
a thing or two. In Paris, meanwhile, it is 
stated ‘‘sub rosa“ that a proposal is on foot 
to burn Miss Booth in the market place, but 
it is to be hoped for the gallantry of the 
French nation, that this only a joke.

But the wage-worker, organizing and striv- 
ing for fair treatment and fair wages for 
a fair day’s work, is not a proud 
and rebellious slave-holding aristocrat, 
and has but little property to be deprived of.

LONDON, March 13. e re- 
covered, and would have been in the House of 
Commons yesterday, except that it was the 
coldest day of the winter.

The consultation is still in 
progress. Its result has not been reached at 
this hour (10:30 a. m.). 
THE STRIKE BEGUN.

THE BROADWAY SURFACE ROAD. 


An Important Point Raised by District At- 
torney Martine—The Committee Puzzled. 
By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—Mr. Wm. N. Penny, 
Secretary to District Attorney Martine, visited 
the Low committee at their rooms in the Post- 
office building yesterday and handed to Chair- 
man Low a letter. Senator Low read the letter 
with great attention and then handed it to coun- 
sel. Its contents were subsequently discussed 
with much seriousness between counsel and 
all members of the committee, and the letter 
was taken home vy Mr. Conkling for further 
close examination. No information con- 
cerning its purport could be obtained from 


the committee or counsel. The letter was 
from District Attorney Martine, expressing his 
interest in the developments brought out by 
the committee and his desire to second its in- 
vestigation by criminal proceedings if the facts 
would warrant. He called the attention of the 
coinmittee to what might prove a very import- 
“ant fact. On Thursday the case of Piérico 
De Marra, an interpreter in the Post-office, 
convicted of larceny from a fellow Italian, 
was before Recorder Smith, on appeal. Joseffo 
Paracco had intrusted to Marra a sum of 
money to be transmitted to Italy. This money 
was appropriated by Marra. He was dis- 
charged by the Recorder: who said: The 
larceny was committed in the United States 
Post- office building, in the 
New York, which building 
— * lands 2 by the corporation 
of the City of New York to the United States. 
The jurisdiction in and over said lands havin 
been ceded to the United States by the State o 
New York, subject only to the right of this 
State to execute civil and criminal process, 
this Court has no jurisdiction to prosecute or 
punish the defendant for the larceny com- 
mitted by him. The judgment upon the in- 
dictment in this case must therefore be ar- 
rested and the defendant discharged. ’’ 
Quoting this decision tothe committee, the 
District Attorney asked them to consider 
whether a person committing perjury, for in- 
stance, before their body while in session in 
the Post-office building, could be indicted and 
convicted for the crime before the State 
courts. He also asked them to 
whether it would, under the 
stances, be possible to convict, 
even before a United States Court 
a person . of perjury . for instance, com- 
mitted in the Post-office building—tive Senate 
Committee having no legal standing in sucha 
matter, perhaps, before a court of the United 
States. This is understood to be the substance 
of Mr. Martine’s letter. At the late hour at 
which the information was received it was 
unpracticable to ascertain how important the 
committee and counsel regarded the points 
raised by the District Attorney. Senator 
low is visiting a private house in 
this city, and could not de found. 
Senator Walker said at the New York 
hotel that the letter was, in substance, as 
above quoted. Doubtless, Mr. Conkling and 
Mr. Seward examined all the authorities on the 
subject last night and will advise the commit- 
tee this morning. The committee, it will be 
remembered, held their first sessions at the 
New York Hotel. The quarters were found to 
be very limited an inconvenient, and 
after two or three sittings tlie committee ac- 
cepted an offer of one of the large court-rooms 
in the Post-office building.

Under the title The story of the Nations, 
Messrs. Putnam’s Sons, the well known pub- 
lishing firm of Londonand New York, aré is- 
suing a series of historical sketches, the plan 
and execution of which are at once an original 
and commendable idea. After Prof. Jag. A, 

Harrison had reviewed the . History of Greece 
and Arthur Gilmore had interwoven his solid 
learning and graceful fancy into the ‘‘History 
ot Rome, we find Prof, Jas. K. Hosmer— our 
own Prof. Hosmer of St. Louis—to the fore with 
a history of that wondrous nation whose 
strange existence is, to-day, an enigma in the 
midst of every nation under heayen; whose 
lights and shadows, wars and industries, have 
illumined the pages of history from its very 
earliest records; and who, though scattered 
for nigh two thousand years amid every 
civilized nation on the earth’s surface—home- 
less, friendless, hated, despised, without a 
country, without a- language, and with two- 
thirds of their people utterly lost in the mists 
of civilized Christendom, have yet retained 
their nationality, unbroken their religion, un- 
changed and uncanceled, and their ancient 
rites and customs as pure and perfect as when 
they practiced them beneath the snhow-white 
walls of their Eastern temple. 

Prof. Hosmer had a difficult task before him 
when he undertook to embody in 3880 small 
pages the history of the Jews; nor were his 
difficulties lessened when he realized the fact 
that the history was to be suitable for the pe- 
rusalof the young. As he himself remarks 
in the preface on this latter point— 

It may reasonably be doubted whethera 
faithfully related story of the Jews is suitable 
reading for immature minds. * * Has 
not history as well as poetry its tragedies quite 
too sombre for childhood—and among its 
tragedies is there any quite so dark as the 
story of the Jews? Where else are problems 
presented which so defy satisfactory solution? 
Where else is it necessary to contemplate the 
play of spiritual forces go tremendous? Where 
else isthere anguish so deep and long con- 
tinued? 

Again there arise diffieulties on the score of 
popular, prejudice. Most nations and many 
individuals are onein their cordial hatred of 
the Jews, with or without reason; while Prot- 
estants, Catholics, Rationalists and Jews have 
each and all their peculiar points of view with 
regard to this history and people. Conse- 
quently, it is as nearly impossible as any- 
thing can be to write anything at all 
about the Jews without stepping 
on someone’s corns. But our author has 
risentothe occasion nobly. Writing rather 
for ‘‘children of a larger growth“ than for the 
little ones, upon whose amateur minds the 
story of the nations has not yet dawned, Mr. 
Hosmer has taken the manly course of select- 
ing his ground and taking his 
stand firmly upon it. While avoiding 
as faras possible all points of controversy, 
together with all that can wound the sensi- 
tive pride of Christian or infidel, Gentile or 
Jew, he has yet, where honest opinion be- 
comes necessary, frankly stated his own, and 
has finally turned: out one of the finest and 
most complete condensed histories of the 
nation in question that has appeafed in 
modern times. 

The author commences his work by calling 
our attention to the wonderful history and 
characteristics of the people he is discussing. 
„Give, says he, a comprehensive glance 
at the career of the Jews.’’ 

It is the marvel of history that this little peo- 
ple, beset and. despised by all the earth for 
ages, maintains its solidity unimpaired. 
Unique among all the earth, it has come un- 
doubtedly to the present day from the most 
distantantiquity. Forty, perhaps fifty, centu- 
ries rest upon this venerable cotemporary of 
Egypt, Chaldea and Troy. * * * Inevery 
kingdom of the modern world there has been 
a Jewish element. There are Hebrew clans 
in China, on the steppes of Central 
Asia, in the desert heart of Africa.

,owerful races have not been able to assimi- 

ate them and the bitterest persecution, so far 
from exterminating them, has not eradicated 
a single characteristic. In mental and moral 
traits, in form and feature, even, the Jew to- 
is same as when Jerusalem was 
_. of Tyre and Babylon. In the 
of the Jewish trader 
something of the old fire 
of the Maccabees: Abraham and Mordecai 
stand out, upon the sculptures of Nineveh 
marked by the same eys and beard, the same 
nose and yaw by which we just now recog- 
nized their descendants. nguage, liter- 
ature, customs, traditions, traits of charac- 
ter—these, too, have all survived. The Jew 
of New York, Chicago, St. Louis, is in 
body and soul the Jew of London, St. 
Petersburg and Constantinople, as wellas of 
the fenced cities of Judah, in the days of Da- 
vid. There is no other case of a nation dis- 
persed in all parts ofthe world, and yet re- 
maining a nation; says Mr. E. A. Fréeman: 
They are Very nearly, if not absolutely a pure 
race in a sense in which no other human race 
ispure. Their blood has been untouched 
by conversion, even Oy intermarriage. 
Itis an asbestos, which no fire of hate or love 
has been hot enough to consume.’’ Manya 
Jew still looks to the old home of his race 
with affection abated by no single particle, and 
anticipates a joyful time when. the throne of 
David shall again be established before 
Zion. They cling with startling tenacity to 
every element of nationality. Their history is 
like a great bear-baiting in which every nation 
has figured among the bull dogs; but with bite 
after bite of outrage and eontumely, all have 
not been able to ve the life out of their 
Judœan prey. 

Then, take them as a specimen of national 
character. Who,“ remarks the author, 
will deny the Jews pre-eminent force of 
passion and intellect in the most Various di- 
rections? Where does the world see any- 
where such capacity for malevolence? 
Perhaps avarice never wears its most 
hideous aspect except in the soul of 
the Jew. In the popular idea the 
Jewisthe embodiment of covetousness and 
perhapsinto no other soul does the love of 
gain eat with such bitter and deep corrosion. 
Fagin and Shylock are types as artistic as they 
are tremendous. Bad passions rage most vio- 
lently in strong souls, as certain fevers are 
said to display their full force only in vigorous 
physical frames.’’ 

But not in the direction of earthly love or 
hate, of avarice or patriotism has the force of 
the Hebrew nature exerted itself most strik- 
ingly. When it has been directed towards 
Heavenly objects it has constituted the most 
fervent piety which the world has ever seen. 
Those majestic prophets of old are counterparts 
of their countrymen to-day; only in them 
the national force shot strangely upward. 
They grasped heavenly things so vividly that 
even their bodily senses seemed to lay hold 
of God andthe angels. * * * And here it 
is that the Jew has accomplished his most ex- 
traord achievements. His faith furnished

Cextainly no 
in man can fail to see with Freeman, 
that the phenomenon of the Jewish race is one 
of the strangest in history, 
This masterly dissettation/ which occurs in 


the early pages of ne » will prepare the 


reader for no small amount of powerful and 
interesting reading in the body of the work. 
Nor will his hopes be disappointed. Prof. 
Hosmer has evidently brought vast stores of 
learning, research and literary ability to the 
work, and has spared no pains in the execu- 
tion thereof. Unlike too many authors of the 
present day, he has not sat down to write up, 


by the aid of elaborate and artistic ‘‘padding,’’ 


a subject of which he knows nothing and cares 


less, affording his publishers and the public 


a volume ‘‘fullof emptiness’’ in réturn for 
a fixed remuneration. On the contrary, the 
dimculty with the author of the book before 
us hat evidently been rather to condense his 
vast stores of knowledgé onthe subject of 
Jewish history inte a moderate-sized volume, 
and the manner in which this has been done— 
the way in whith the leading points in this 
most complex history have been brought 
prominently forward, while minor events are 
dismissed with a few graphic words or a brief 
outline sketch, capnot be too highly com- 
mended. ; : 

Dismissing with a rapid but comprehensive 
gurvey the period of Jewish history covered 
by the Scriptures bringing to light in the 
course of the narrativé several authenticated 
facts, the result of later research, thought or 
discovery which serve to throw a fresh gleam 
of light into these time-darkened pages of 
early history, our author introduces us to that 
awful period covering the siege of Jerusalem 
and the war with the Romans, which brought 
to a sudden and violent termination the his- 
tory of the Jews asa nation. Previous to 
entering thereupon, however, we subjoin an 
earlier paragraph, describing the land of 
Judea in the past and present, which forms 
one of the finest pieces of descriptive writing 
in the book. 

The southwestern corner of Syria, known as 
Palestine, is a country small in extent. Its 
boundaries are somewhat indefinite, for in 
different ages the power of the Hebrews was 
extended, now over a greater, now over a 
smaller tract. It was about one-sixth as large 
as England, scarcely larger, in fact, than the 
8 of Maseashusotts. „ * „Palestine is 

a beautiful land. A _ trav- 
certain seasons of the 
y the dre regions to the 
south and east at the rich central fields and 
green northern valleys even now might greet 
it as the land of promise. It is capable of being 
redeemed in great part to luxuriance. 
ancient times before its resources had become 
wasted and whén it was held by free and 
thrifty tribes, itis easy to understand how it 
could be said to flow with milk andhoney. In 
the harvest time great tracts, ro 
doubt, waved with corn. Up the scenery 
slopes in terrace after terrace smiled 
the vineyards. Olive forests everywhere bore 
rich burdens offruit. Groves of palm rose 
where, in the lowlands, the breath of the 
South could be a felt, while the high ledges 
of the Northern hills were fringed with mighty 
cedars. There were abundant pastures, white 
with flocks; there were balm fields on the 
plain of Sharon; in Bashan was the lowing of 
innumerable herds; the grapes of Eshool 
ripened into such ‘clusters that even the 
shoulders of strong men found thema heavy 
burden. This land of promise the Children of 
Israel at length, after a severe struggle, pos- 
sesed, and for many centuries it continued to 
be their home. - 

For nearly a dozen centuries, if Biblical 
chronology is to be believed—during which 
period the Jews, with many wars and rumors 
of wars, some carryings into captivity by the 
stronger nations around and not a few out- 
bursts of civil strife of which the most impor- 
tant termination is the separation of Judah 
from Israel—contrived to raise them- 
selves from a wandering horde of 
savages into a nation strongly imbued 
with the civilization of medieval 
Rome. Conquered finally by these universal 
conquerors, the Jews remained with apparent 
quietude, but not perfect satisfaction, under 
the yoke of the Romans, until at length, some 
seventy years after Christ had lived and died, 
the tyrannical Gessius Florus became pro- 
curator. Groaning under the galling yoke of 
servitude and torn by internal dissensions, 
the Jews at length rebelled against their 
Roman conquerors, upon which Florus 
marched against Jerusalem with the Twelfth 
Legion. 

Not so soon or easily did the Romans re- 
conquer this tiny nation which had dared to 
rise up in rebellion against their all-powerful 
rule. It was only at last by almost complete 
extermination of the entire nation by the mere 
brute force of overpowering numbers that Au- 
gustus at length succeeded in gaining the vic- 
tory. Had there been no other proofs in all 
their long history, the awful story of the siege 
of Jerusalem and its results would have 
proved that the Jews were a people of no com- 
mon order. The very first skirmish that took 
place was not altogether encouraging for the 
Romans. 


At battle in the suburbs of the city the mas- 
ters of the world were roughly handled; nev- 
ertheless, made bold by dissensions which 
broke outamong their adversaries they en- 
tered the city and besieged the rebels, who 
took refuge inthe Temple. Making a tortoise 
with their shields so that with backs and 
heads perfectly protected they could work 
directly between the walis, the Romans 
brought the besieged to great straits. 
Fiorus, however, who as a leader was inferior, 
drew his soldiers off when success was just at 
hand. As he retreated through difticult 
passes, his rear was attacked and he and his 
army came near meeting the fate which a gen 
eration or two beforé had overtaken Varus in 
Germany. Leaving 400 of his bravest legionaries 
to make head against the furious pursuers— 
four hundred, who like Romans, died alwost 
toaman, he gained timeto escape with the 


detachment, his baggage, and the great war 
engines which were an immense gain to the 
victors. 

Later on the best soldier of Rome, Vespasian, 
advanced to the attack withan army of 60,000 
men. Galilee was the first place attacked, the 
Governor of which province, Josephus, after- 
ward as an historian, described events. He 
himself with the bravest, Finding it impossible 
to make head against the invaders, shut him- 
self up in Yotapata on a high precipitous hill. 
It could be approached only from the north, 
and here a mighty wall formed the defenses. 
The Romans erected a high bank, but as the 
bank continued to rise Josephus increased the 
height of the wall, protecting the workmen 
with rawhides of oxen, stretched upon stakes 
against which Vespasian’s missiles fell pow- 
erless. Long and desperately did the battle 
rage, week after week the seige continued. 
Catapuits discharged their instruments of 
death, the dreaded rams dashed the mighty 
beam against the walls, made top-heavy by the 
added height. and still the Galilwans resisted. 
The hostile engines were burned with bitumen, 
pitch and sulphur sacks filled with straw 
were letdown to receive the thrusts of the 
rams; Vespasian, himself, was wounded; 
boiling oil was poured upon ascending streams 
of Roman soldiers, the Jews were starving and 
sick with drought, and yet the battle raged 
At length, on the forty-seventh day of the 
seige, Vespasian learned from a deserter that 
the defenders slept in the last watch of the 
night. In a heavy mist they slew théguards, 
opened the gates, and the destruction of the 
city was accomplished. Josephus was 
taken prisoner, but his life spared. After 
the fall of Yotapata the subjugation of Galilee 
followed, with all the terribi eciroumstances of 
ancient warfare. But the worst was yet to 
come. Jerubalem fora time was spared, its 
strength making it formidable. At length 
Vespasian ascended the imperial throne and 
to Titus, his son, Was assigned the task so 
long deferred of humbling the mighty towers 


of Mount Zion.

night. The great bronze door of the ga 
‘*Reautiful,’’ with its bolts of iron and posts 
of stone, the door which twenty men could 
scarcely move, opened of itself in the sixth 
hour oi the night. Before sunset seven chari- 
ots had been seen driven across the sky, hosts 
of men in battle order surrounded cities in the 
clouds, and —— going about the streets 
foretold woe erusalem. 

But the Jews had more serious portents of 
defeat than the wild imaginings of supersti- 
tion. Imposing as was the Roman army with 
its three legions of men (the Fifth, Twelfth and 
the redoubtable Tenth), the terrible short 
swords, the eagles glancing in the sun, the 
rams, the engines, the catapults, the 
balistoe, the trumpets waking every echo, 
they might have dashed themselves 
against the city in vain, had it 
not been for the factions among its 
defenders which hated one another scarcely 
less than they hated the invaders. So great 
were their dissensions, that even ere the foe 
approached, the Temple swam in blood. Not 
until the last moment, when the blast of the 
Roman trumpets could actually be heard, did 
the factions unite and confront the com- 
mon danger. Just as the siege of 
Galilee commenced with a disaster 
to the Roman arms, so did the 
selige of Jerusalem. The Romans had 
hoped, with good reason, that Jerusalem, 
distracted with factions, would make but a 
feeble defense, and becoming unwary, nar- 
rowly escaped at the beginning of the seige no 
less a disaster than the capture of their leader. 
Leaving his host in camp in the Valley of 
Thones, more than a league from.the city, the 
great general set out upon a reconnoissence 
with a party of 600 horse. The combined 
host of the defenders acted at once 
with the greatest promptness and courage; 
as Titus approached the walls no soul was in 
sight, the gates were shut, and he rode too 
intrepidly forward. A sudden sally from the 
town and Titus was cut off from his escort. 
Without helmet or breastplate he faced al- 
most alone acrowd of foes, making his way 
at last to safety only with the greatest difi- 
culty. 

The hosts of Titus now levelled the plain on 
the northern side to the walls, and the camps 
of the other legions were drawn to within a 

uarter of amile of the towers. One daya 

ebrew troop came out from a gate, ap- 

arently driven forth ~ those within. While 

tus prepared to receive them 3 they 
cunningly attacked his escort, which had too 
incautiously approached. Ithad only beena 
ruse, and Titus again suffered disaster. The 
hardened Romans, however, were above panic 
or discouragement. Slingers and archers 
swarmed behind the great banks which were 
built; pent-houses of skins and wicker-work 
defended them againstthe Jewish missiles; 
the great engines were vigorously plied. The 
catapults of the Tenth Legion cast stones of a 
talent in weight a distance of two furlongs. 
* * * Josephus approached the walls to ad- 
vise his countrymen to yield, declaring that 
the invaders would now show mercy,but upon 
further resistance would become implacable. 
Many of the Jews began to regard their posi- 
tion as desperate, and were moved by the 
words of Josephus. But the leaders never 
wavered ; gp rejected all overtures and 
relentiessly slew all who could be suspected 
of entertaining the desire to submit. 

One great victory scored the Jews. Four 
legions of Romans worked seventeen days to 
build new banks, but Johnof Giscala, a re- 
nowned Jewish leader, rana mine deep into 
the earth beneath them, which he stored with 
pitch and sulphur. At the right time it was 
fired, and the legionaries and their construc- 
tions perished in the sudden volcano. Even 
while the devouring crater thus opened be- 
neath the feet of Titus and his army, Simon 
son of Georus rushed forth in a sortie, burn- 
ing the ruins with fireand smiting hundreds 
of Romans with thesword. The confusion, 
however, was but for a moment, and the 
trivial success was the last scored bythe Jews. 
In three days Titus surrounded the city witha 
wall nearly five miles in circuit, producing by 
the blockade distress so great that the bodies 
of those who had perished by famine were cast 
out intothe ravines and lay in the streets of 
the city in heaps. 

V appalling was now the situation ot the 
defenders. The hot summer sun beat upon 
the crowds in the city, still immense in 
number, though war and famine had swept 
them off in troops. Many desperate Jews 
leaped from the walls; horrors so multiplied 
that even the stern Titus called God to wit- 
ness that he was not responsible. But still he 
pressed the siege, attac ing once more with 
the rams, holding their shields linked into a 
tortoise over their heads, the Romans broke 
four great stones out of the last wall and 
made a breach. 

Lo! the invincible Jews, with John 
of Giscala at their head, had built another 
wall behind, and stood, thin, pale and famine- 
marked, but still defiant on its summit. 

But the end was near! What need to pro- 
long the awful story. Every one has read of 
the horrible sufferings, unparalleled bravery 
and terrible defeat ofthe Jews. It is no new 
tale how the Romans encamped around the 
doomed city and watched the awful sufferings 
of the besieged. The fignting men, ravenous, 
sought for food within the houses and put to 
the torture the wretched inmates to make 
them disclose their hidden stores. Wives 
snatched food from their husbands, children 
from their parents, mothers from their babes. 
The last days of Jerusalem had come, but the 
death throes were Titanic. At length the day 
of doom arrived—curiously enough the anni- 
versary of the destruction of the Temple by 
the power of Babylon.

The fire fastened upon all but the im- 
penetrable rock; the Roman standards were 
set by the eastern gate and Titus received 
the salutes of the legions as Emperor. 


Such is the history of the annihilation of the 
Jews abridged from Prof. J. Hosmer’s graphic 
and soul-stirring pages. But are they anni- 
hilated? ‘‘Notso!’’ says our author, who has 
not yet filled one- of his pages. The 
‘remaining 240 have yet to be reviewed. One 
thing, however, we must not forget, nor 
does the Professor tall to call our 
attention thereto. It is a well-known 
fact that in nature nothing dies, and from the 
graves of the dead newer forms of beauty ever 
arise to gladden the hearts of the living. So 
it was with the Jews. They as a nation have 

but ‘*from the foot of a cross upon 
which had died an obscure Jew disturber of 
the peace of peasant birth went twelve poor 
men who loved him.’’ How trifling the cir- 
cumstances compared to the world renowned 
scenes whieh followed.

Ab ITS ENVIRONS. 


A Christian City in Christian County—Old 
Peter Cartwright—Acres of Tobacco—Educa- 
tion and Charity—Thrift and Growth. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DISPATCH. 
HOPKINSVILLE, Kr., March II —In the year 
1796, about the middle of October, a solitary 
hunter might have been seen tramping along 
through the valley of the Cumberland, some 
thirty miles north of that river, over a stretch 
of ground that is now known as Christian 
county, Kentucky. As evening drew nigh he 
prepared to camp for the night, and selected 
an open glade in the forest, where he built his 
camp fire, and was soon slumbering before it, 
wrapped in his blanket, little thinking that 
this simple act was to result in the foundation 
of one of the most thriving cities in Southwest 
Kentucky. On looking around him the next 
day our hunter was so much pleased 
with the fertility of the surrounding country, 
the beautiful site he had rested on and the 
game so abundant on every hand that he de- 
cided to make here for himself a humble cabin 
that should be to hima haven of rest ‘‘afar 
from the busy haunts of men.’’ Thus dates 
the first settlement of Hopkinsville, Ky., 
which now numbers some 6,500 souls and 
which to-day is the center of as fine 
a country as can be found anywhere. 


For a stretch of thirty miles south, east and 
west the country spreads out in a broad, roll- 
ing prairie that reminas one of Ulinois or Mis- 
souri. It is extremely fertile and cereals of 
any kind can be produced from the land, in 
quality of the best, and in quantity an abund- 
ant Field. Here Peter Cartwright, that 
Knight of the Church Militant, ‘‘who 
fought 80 gallantly for his 

dogmas,’’ had his early 

his first sermons were preached at this 
point. Here it was that he first gave to 
world those fiery bursts of eloguence so char- 
acteristic of the man, and, as he painted in 
2 words the terrible picture of God's 
wrath, his trembling congregation could al- 
most see hell all agape before them, ready to 
swallow them up in eternal doom. 

For many years Hopkinsville was but a mere 
village, and was shut in by itself from outside 
communication, the nearest point for obtain- 
ing shipping facilities being the Cumberland 
River. But the coming of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad has changed all this, and 
has made the citya scene of busy life. St. 
Louis merchants are recognizing the import- 
tance of the trade to be gained here, and since 
the completing of the Henderson bridge trade 
with St. Louls has increased one-half. In 
fact, St. Louis markets are fast becoming the 
authority here on which to base all commer- 
cial transactions. 

In most Kentucky towns tobacco is the lead - 
ing staple, and Christian County carries off the 
palm, as being the largest producer of tobacco 
of any county in the world. Wheat is also a 
leading cereal, andis raised, both of a re- 
markably fine quality and with a large yield 
per acre. 

Hopkinsville has some very handsome and 

commodious business houses, and the streets 
present to the eye of the stranger aspects that 
would be deemed ornamental toacity of 15,- 
000 to 20,000 inhabitants ;churches,schools both 
public and private, and several colleges, go to 
make the city noted for its morals and its 
learning. The Kentucky Military Institute has 
its headquarters here, and has students in at- 
tendance from all parts of the country. The 
Western Kentucky Lunatic Asylum is also one 
of the interesting features of the city. 
Dr. Rodman, the Superintendent, has 
been in his presont position for over twenty 
rears, and under his management this State 
nstitution has become a model one; noted 
throughout the whole country. While the 
two other asylums have asked from the State 
legislature an annual appropriation of $40,000, 
this one has a surplus each year of from 
516,000 to $18,000. ¢ 

Hopkinsville, as the centre of the largest to- 
bacco raising county in the 5 has à future 
that promises to piace it in The foremost 
ranks as one of the leading cities of Southwest 
Kentucky. It behooves St. Louis merchants 
to look carefully after their interests in this 
section, as itis directly tributary to them, and 
trade can be turned to the Future Great with 
very small effort on their part. M.

MARLBOROUGH, N. I., March 138. — Pegg’s 
Point is a prominent point of rocks along the 
line of the West Shore road projecting nearly 
to the water’s edge of the Hudson River,about 
half a mile north of this town.
